The  substance  of 
the  story  is  that  in  1888  all  the  five  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  princes*  were  with  her  at 
Sandringham,  and  they  all  partook  of 
holy  communion  together.

NEW  YORK’S  POSTAL  SERVICE.

The  fair  of  the  postofflee  employees  was 
an  Incentive  to  resuscitate  and  revivify 
every  postal  article  obtainable  that  woe 
quaint,  ancient,  and  antique,  even  to  an 
exhibit  of  a  picture  of  the  building  used 
for  the  first  postoffice.  In  connection 
with  this  might  have  been  mentioned  the 
fact  that  it  waa  in  1008,  nine  years  after 
the  construction  of  the  first  fort  at  the 
southern  end  of  Manhattan  Island,  that 
the  first  postoffioe  saw  its  beginning. 
Previous  to  this,  masters  of  veeeels 
bringing  letters  from  domestic  and  for¬ 
eign  ports  brought  them  on  shore  and 
left  them  at  a  coffee  honac,  where  the 
merchants,  the  burghers  and  the  loung¬ 
ers  met  to  discuss  the  topics  of  the  day. 
Hers  the  letters  were  deposited  in  a 
rack,  where  they  might  bo  obtained  by 
the  persons  to  whom  they  were  ad¬ 
dressed. 

In  1080,  when  New  Amsterdam  oon 
listed  of  straggling  groups  of  one  story 
houses  with  peaked  roofs  and  gable  rods 
fronting  the  street,  and  when  th*  city 
extended  no  farther  north  than  Wall 
■treat,  there  was  the  town  winding 
the  Battery,  and  the  government 
stood  in  Water  street,  near  Whitehall. 
It  was  in  this  year  that  the  letter  carrier 
first  appeared — the  lounger  who  carried 
the  mail  te  the  merchant  or  burgher.  It 
was  not  until  1892,  however,  that  ths 
first  city  postoffioe  was  established,  near 
Bowling  green,  th*  postmaster  bring 
Richard  NicheL 

la  1710  the  Brtttoh  postmaster  general 
established  the  general  postaOoe  in  thto 
city  and  ordered  that  all  moils  coming 
by  veamls  should  be  sent  there.  A  year 
later  poet  routes  between  New  York  aad 
Boston  and  New  York  aad  Albany  were 
eotaMhhed.  and  the  mails  were  carried 
on  horseback  twice  a  month.  In  1740  a 
similar  route  was  established  between 
New  York  and  Philadelphia 

In  1758  Benjamin  Franklin  wee  ap¬ 
pointed  postmaster  general  of  the  col 
oniea  Alexander  Golden  soon  after 
ward  succeeded  Richard  Niche!  as  post¬ 
master  of  the  city,  which  office  he  held 
until  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution, 
whun  the  postoffioe  was  abolished  by  the 
British  officials  and  remained  cloeod  for 
l  years. 

W 8h*m  Bedlow,  after  whom  Bedlow  i 
island  waa  named,  waa  the  first  post¬ 
master  appointed  after  the  war.  and  in 
1786  he  was  succeeded  by  He  bastion  Bar 
num,  at  which  time  the  postal  revenue 
waa  $S.788,  and  the  city  directory  cun 
toined  name*  only.— New  York  Trib¬ 
une.
